One of the moot important announee- 
mcntH in recent years in the citrus in­ 
dustry of the valley is made this week 
by J . T. Lindley, manager of t h e 600- 
acre Slauson ranch between Azusa and 
Covina, to the effect t h a t C. A. Griffith, 
for 
many 
years 
manager of t h e b i g 
Alfred P . Griffith estate, has purchased 
a substantial interest in the ranch cor­ 
poration, and will 
assume 
duties of 
management in conjunction 
with M r . 
Lindley. 
Mr. Griffith also assumes t h e 
position of vice-president of t h e cor­ 
poration. 


Mr. Griffith is a cousin of the lute 
A. J \ Griffith, and is known throughout 
the citrus industry as one of the shrewd­ 
est and most practical citrus ranch man­ 
agers in the state. 
His success in 
hringing the Griffith acres to the pres­ 
ent condition of high productivity h a s 
been the means of leading him to t h e 
higher responsibilities which he assumes 
this week. 


The great Hlauson interests comprise 
(100 acres of the finest foothill acreage 
and t h e incorporation is known as the. 
Azusa Foothill Citrus Company, [lacking 
under the special brands of HI ins 
8e.il 
(fancy;, Jted Shield (extra choice;, and 
Green Crown (choice,). 
Another 
brand 
used for both oranges and lemons, which 
is a special puck, is 101 Azar. The owners 
of the stock a r e ,J. T. Lindley, M r s . 
L. 
S. 
Mncniel, Mrs. Jl. S. Vosburg, 
.(aines Slauson, and the recent addition 
of C. A. Griffith. 


Of t h e 000 acres, there are 125 acres 
in lemons, 150 acres in valencias and 
the balance in navels. 
There are 20 
acres just 
coming to a hearing age, 
while the remainder of the great ranch 
is covered with mature trees, some of 
them as old as any of the orchards in 
the valley. 
T h e packinghouse puts out 
an average! of 500 cars per year, uml 
has a capacity of four cars per d a y . 
M A N A G E R S I X T E E N VEAltS 


The incorporation has existed for six­ 
teen years, t a k i n g place ut the time that 
Mr. Lindley 
came 
from 
Ontario a n d 
purchased a fourth 
interest, 
ussuming 
management. 
Mr. Lindley 
a n d his 
brother were extensive citrus ranchers 
in the Ontario district ) in fact, having 
planted out ubout one-third of the acre­ 
age in thut 
district. 
They 
were 
also 
very extensive nursery men and pion­ 
eers in citrus propagation. 
The; ranch 
•property w a s acquired by the Slauson 
family in the early eighties, and UCH on 
both sides of the mouth of the. San 
Gabriel canyon. 


There ure never less than 100 work­ 
men on the payroll of this ranch, and 
in the busiest seasons the number will 
usually 
rise to 1250 men. The ranch, 
under Mr. Lindley's management, h a s 
solved many problems of citrus culture, 
und hus been a leader at all times. Mr. 
Lindley has been culled upon often by 
the members of the state citrus experi­ 
ment station, and by individual 
ranch­ 
ers for information as to methods. Those 
who huve followed t h e methods of this 
ranch know that it has the most com­ 
plete system of fertilization anil fumi­ 
gation of any ranch in the state, a sys- 
em built up by long experience anil ex­ 
perimentation. 


One important 
feature, which in the 
present time seems a matter of more or 
less 
common 
knowledge, is that Mr. 
Lindley was une of the lirst big ranch­ 
ers to decide 
against t h e buying of 
mixed fertilizers, and the slate of Cali­ 
fornia 
followed the lead 
later to the 
point of milking it compulsory by law 
that all fertilizer formulas be tested by 
state officials to show thut thev contain 


the 
ingredients 
claimed. 
T h e funda­ 
mentals of fertilizer simples h a s been 
something of an exhaustive study, and 
this 
ranch 
management h a s taken a 
large part in it in the past 
sixteen 
years. T h e state experiment station at 
the present 
time is using a fertilizer 
chart prepared by Mr. Lindley. 


A N N U A L 
F U M I G A T I O N 
In a like way, the Slauson ranch has 
kept 
apace 
and generally 
somewhat 
ahead on t h e fumigating question. T h e 
great acreage is fumigated 
thoroughly 
every year. 
Not an*acre,.or a tree, is 
ever slighted. 
Mr. Lindley said that he 
learned this lesson in the hard 
school 
of 
experience, b y dropping 
t w e n t y 
thousand dollars or more in times when 
advices were to the effect that certain 
orchards in t h e corporation were entire­ 
ly free from scale. 
Mr. Griffith 
shares 
his views on this question 
thoroughly, 
and 
said 
recently 
that 
hundreds" of 
thousands of dollars would be saved t h e 
ranchers of the valley if they 
would 
only decide to fumigate thoroughly ev­ 
ery year, in spite of any report of con­ 
ditions. 
Both men siiy that, aside from 
the eradication of the black scale, there 
is a stimulant 
undoubtedly 
given to 
the tree from fumigation, a mutter that 
has 
never 
been 
determined in actual 
cause, but which is invariably noted in 
effect. 


The state inspector of emigration and 
housing 
recently 
paid a visit to the 
Slauson ranch ut Mr. Lindley's request, 
to 
inspect t h e new buildings 
being 
erected of concrete to be the homes of 
the big working force. 
He said 
t h a t 
the 
plans 
were 
thoroughly
